John   Fahey--  After  The   Ball--      Reprise,    MS    2145 

The    legendary  John  Fahey  astounds    us    again 
with  the   variety  of  music  he   can  master.      Aside 
from  his    usual    fine    guitar  work,    including  tasty 
hand-clappers    ("Horses")    and  more    intricate 
instrumentals    ("Beverly,"   "Om  Shanti  Norris") , 
he   chooses    some  very   interesting  traditional 
jazz  pieces.      So  who    isn't    doing  some 
Dixieland  now?      But   Fahey  uses   truly  Vintage 
arrangements    ("New  Orleans  Shuffle,"   "When  You 
Wore  A  Tulip")    that  make   the    songs    all    the  more 
interesting--and  antiquated. 

Fahey  uses    a  horn    section,    but    almost    as 
a  teaser,    since  most   of  the    traditional    jazz 
cuts    are    dominated  by  mandolin,    ukelle,    and 
guitar.      His    sidemen   include   Chris    Darrow, 
and  Peter  Jeneson,    Followers    of  John   Fahey 
will  probably  see   this    album  as    a  perfect   example 
of  his    diversity ,- especiall   since    it    follows   by 
only   3  months  his   release    of  an   album  of 
fairly  spaccy   guitar   on  Takoma.      "After  The 
Ball"    is   more   earthy,    touching   on   early   jazz, 
fokl,    even  a  little   country.      A  soother    for  the 
ear.

A  Grant 
came   through  with   $500    and  we  picked  up   an 
additional   $620    in    a  Help-Pay-The-Fone-Bill 
appeal    to  listners. 

And  here  we    are,    thankful   and  blown-away  by 
response   to  whats    going   on.      The    station  tends   to 
spend  arround   $9,000    a  month    at  bare  minimum,    if 
nothing  breaks    down   and  no   one  breaths    deep. 
All   and  all,    600  new  subscriptions    a  month 
would  feel    real   fine. 

We'd  like    to  receive   money   in  all    forms,    amounts 
and  ways  you  might  have   the   energy  to  provide.

He  writes    songs  with  a  gentle   humor  that    soTt   of 
sneaks   up   on  you  from  behind   and  tickles   your  ear. 

Don  presses  his   own   albums   on  the   "Mean    'N 
Low"    label    and  sells    them  at  people's  prices.    He 
hasn't    gone  with   a  major   record  company  because 
of  a  philosophical  bias    against   the    ripoffs    of 
the    industry   and  a  desire  to   get  his   work    into 
people's   ears    for   less   than  the   going  price.

Although  Lonnie   Liston  Smith  has    recorded 
for  many  years   with   such  jazz  notables    as    Pharoah 
Sanders,    Roland  Kirk,    Gato   Barbieri,    and  Leon 
Thomas,    this    is    the    first   album  he  has  headlined. 
He's   backed  by   "The   Cosmic  Echoes"-    including 
Cecil  McBee,    David  Lee,    Budal   Roy,    Sonny  Morgan, 
James    Mtume ,    Geeta  Vashi ,    George   Bamon,    and  Joe 
Beck. 

The    first   thing   that    strikes   you    about    the 
album   is    texture-both   cohesiveness    and  multipli- 
city.     Lonnie   creates    a   gamut   of  colors    and  tex- 
tures   from  the  piano,    and  George   Bamon 's   mastery 
of  the    soprano    and  tenor  saxophone    is    amazing- 
at   a  time   when   Sanders    and  Shepp   and  Coltrane 
seem  to  have    innovation   sewn  up  on   that    instru- 
ment,   he   has  not   only   come    forth  with  his   own 
sound  but  been    a  part    of   the    coolective   musical 
experience.      The  players'    sensitivity   to  each   oth 
other  is    superb.      The  percussion   creatbs    a  vari- 
ety of  beds,    and  McBee,    while   displaying   at   times 
his    capacity   for  virtuoso  playing,    shows   his    abi- 
lity to  play   a  rhythmic   foundation. 

Another   innovative    aspect   of  the   album  is 
the   use   of  welectronics    in   jazz-Lonnie   uses    the 
Fender  Rhodes    piano    (Astral   Traveling)    and  exper- 
iments with   electric  organ   and  synthesizer. 

If  you've  never  before  heard  Lonnie  Liston 
Smith,  treat  yourself  to  this  record.  Don't  try 
too  hard  to  "follow"  it-  Smith  uses  texture  and 
color  the  same  way  some  musicians  use  notes  and 
rhythm.  Consensus  cuts:  "imani"  and  "Astral 
Traveling".

Fantasy  24716--Robert  Pete  Williams  and 
Snooks  Eaglin:   Rural  Blues  (2  records) 
This  tribute  to  two  rural  blues  musicians  is 
part  of  a  Fantasy  reissue  series  that  includes 
sides  by  Lightnin'  Hopkins,  John  Lee  Hooker, 
Tom  Rush,  the  Reverend  Gary  Davis,  Furry  Lewis, 
and  Dave  Van  Ronk.   This  particular  album  is 
a  re-mastering  of  material  cut  for  Bluesville 
in  1960:   2  sides  of  Robert  Pete  Williams, 
playing  in  the  older  Mississippi  Delta  Style; 
and  2  sides  of  the  younger  Snooks  Eaglin,  showing 
the  influence  of  the  radio  and  jukebox  from 
which  he  learned  the  blues. 

Robert  Pete  Williams,  59  years  old,  was 
discovered  in  the  late  50's  at  Angola  Prison 
in  Louisiana  by  folklorist  Dr.  Harry  Osier, 
who  was  searching  for  work  songs.   Oster  made 
3  recordings  of  Williams  on  his  own  Folklyric 
label  (reissued  by,  and  still  available  from 
Arhoolie  Records--i.e .  Arhoolie  2011,  2013, 
and  2015)  and  on  the  strength  of  these  recordings 
and  Oster 's  endorsement,  Williams  was  paroled 
in  December  of  1959.   Since  then  he  has  recorded 
for  Takoma  (1966),  Ahura  Mazda  (1970),  and 
Prestige. 

Williams'  blues  is  typical  of  the  earlies 
Mississippi  Delta  blues  style.   He  uses  only 
his  voice  and  guitar;  call  and  response,  replacin) 
lyrics  with  guitar  licks,  slide  (both  with  a 
jackknife  and  just  fingers)  are  part  of  his  style 
In  the  tradition  of  early  blues,  he  learned  most 
of  his  material  by  word-of-mouth,  so  although 
his  background  is  limited  to  the  Louisiana  area, 
through  his  recordings  his  blues  have  become  a 
wider  influence. 

Blind  Snooks  Eaglin,  born  in  1936,  repre- 
sents a  later  stage  of  rural  blues.   He  learned 
his  material  from  the  phonograph,  the  jukebox, 
the  radio- -and  you  can  hear  the  influence  of 
Chicago  in  his  precise  beat  with  overlaid  guitar 
lines  and  full  chording.   Some  of  his  material 
sounds  almost  like  acoustic,  early  '50's  rhythm 
and  blues--and  for  the  rock-trained  ear  it  will 
be  far  more  accessible. 

It  won't  get  a  gold  star  from  American 
Bandstand,  but  if  you  like  rural  blues,  you 
won't  be  sorry. 


Two  very  special  series  of  programs  for 
September  are  the  KSAN  Texas  Music  Special, 
and  the  KPFA  California  Concerts.   Dave  McQueen, 
Larry  Lee,  Bob  and  Benny  Simmers  all  helped  with 
the  Texas  Special,  a  whole  day  of  music  spread 
over  the  month.

One  99*  roll  of  300  ohm  TV-FM  Twinlead 
(Radio  Shack  »  15-004)  should  be 
enough  for  several  antennas.  Build  it 
like  in  the  drawing.     The  only  critical 
dimension  is  the  62  3/16"  Tuned  Loop  at 
top.  As  long  as  the  Downlead  is  the  same 
material  as  the  Tuned  Loop  it  can  be  any 
length.  Place  it  flat  allong  a  wall  that 
faces  North  and  hook  it  to  your  FM  Tuner. 
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
